Medical implants are not all required to undergo human trials and the material content can even be altered 
after FDA approval for market. Read the Dental Implants News links above and ask your provider why you 
are not being informed of the high numbers of reported complaints. 


Xrays do not always show implant loosening. Osseointegration does not prove patients aren’t being harmed 
in other ways. Those who “reject” implants will benefit by paying attention to the valuable CLUES their body 
is sending them through these red flags. 
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Placement of medical devices can result in what are called “allergic reactions,” “foreign body” responses, 
“acquired responses,” autoimmune responses, a response to metal ions, a galvanic response and could 
also result in corrosion. There are many different possibilities without ways to test. Once you react poorly 
there is little way to prove the cause and many patients remain trapped, unable to have implants removed. 


METAL HYPERSENSITIVITY TESTING 


Many labs and hospitals offer testing for levels of metal elements contained in blood (serum) such as 
Chromium, Cobalt and Nickel. An Immunoglobulin Assay ( IgA IgE IgG IgM) is another method of testing 
used for metals and other implanted hut materials. Genetic testing for MTHFR gene mutation can determine 
a predisposition to patients with the inability to “methylate” metals. 


Test Warnings: Metals testing is NOT standardized, thresholds and reference ranges can differ between 
laboratories, companies and locales. Be aware you can have a negative health response to metal implants 
and still not have positive metal test results. It has happened to many people with patch tests, blood tests 
and LTT or MELISA tests. Many people learn about their allergy through experience. One of the best known 
and least expensive tests is the “cheap earring test” often called an unintentional diy patch test. Caution is 
advised this is undertaken at your own risk and not advised. Nickel is the top metal allergen. 


Neither LTT Or MELISA tests are initially submitted through insurance, but results provide information that 
can be used for this purpose. Due to the potential for false negatives, some patients choose to have an 
alternate doctor order these tests ( to avoid the results from halting their path to removal.) Should your 
results aid as proof you are responding to implant materials, you can always later apply to your insurance, 
which is how this is handled anyway.

REMOVAL NOTES 


Search the Dental News C document above for “Dr.” and “Reverse Torque Technique” to learn this is 
considered to be the safest technique for dental implant removal. The reason reverse torque, or backing the 
implants out, is important is because any other method creates much greater bone loss, as well as the use 
of a rotary tool threatening to broadcast metal particulate that will never break down. Before this safer 
method was used many used a trephine, or drill, to remove dental implants. Trephining is also dangerous 
due to the potential for nerve damage. 


If you have already reacted to implanted materials you may want to avoid man-made and chemically treated 
materials used in surgery, bone grafting and other later dental materials. It can be your choice to refuse 
allograft, bovine bone, cadaver bone as well as other man-made materials and additives. Other materials 
sensitive patients have avoided include Epinephrine in local anesthetic and dissolving sutures. 
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Be aware, some surgeons may tell you patients have shown no response to any of these man-made 
materials. 


An experienced practitioner can offer natural materials like granulated bone harvested from the top of the 
rear of your jaw ridge or raymen at the time your removals are done. This can be mixed with PRF (Platelet 
Rich Fibrin) extracted from your own blood at that time. Closing with silk sutures is the most natural way to 
finish up. These more natural choices seem the best way to avoid further reactions, so try to pick a provider 
who offers these technologies. 


No matter what type of implanted material is removed, recuperation requires focus and patience. Many 
avoid further implants at the time of removal, opting to allow their bodies to face healing untaxed. If dentures 
or other prosthetics are needed, remember to avoid metals and other potentially reactive materials, 
including Zinc in denture adhesives. 


Considering the removal of any medical implant should involve the patient finding the most highly skilled 
provider possible; in the case of dental implants, an oral and maxillofacial surgeon should be able to provide 
you with the number of implants they have removed, as well as their success rate.
